The Cyprus press no longer 
has the right to defend our sacred cause* The people can no longer express their 
feelings — their wish for liberty and their demand to unite with motherland Greece* 
The English want to convert us into slaves and thus secure the continuation of their 
sovereignty over our country. They bought us from the Turks as slaves, and thev are 
treating us as such today. 9 * 

Such behaviour towards us is, of course * shameful. However* we would also be 
shamed if we were terrified and were to bend our heads in servility and not to act 
against this English dishonesty* which is going on. at our expense. But no* a thousand 
t«imes no* we shall keep high the banner and we shall react with all our power. The 
English should understand that they are no more tolerated by the people and that they 
are wrong if they think that Cypriots are inferior to the Sudanese or the fellahsen" 
of Egypt* It is impossible for us to stifle our feelings of liberty because +&<* 
English want us to. 

w® are now entering a new phase of the struggle. Our struggle is illegal 
illegal according to the E ng lish law* However* it is just and moral since it is 
a struggle for liberty. On the very evening on which the conqueror was anaooncln?' 
his illegal laws and was gagging the Cypriot people and their press* a num ber of ? 
youths with pure enthusiasm and faith in the struggle* and unlimited determination 
met in a certain place and reached the decision to set up an organisation and to 
circulate an underground paper, we laid the foundations for our organizations 1 
In one* week *s time we found cadres in all the towns. Our branches are no w expand i ng 
toward the villages* we are of course advancing cautiously* because the government 
organs are on the alert, we have given our organization the name of "Organization 
for national salvation*” 


Today we appear with our first underground leaflet entitled "Enosis.” Our 
leaflet will carry the material which cannot be carried by the regular p-^ess* > nm 
aim of our organization is dynamic action against the conqueror and against his 
voluntarily enslaved instruments. Our members are determined to sacrifice everything 
for the struggle* even their lives since theirs is the life of slaves, we have" 
been slaves of the English for seventy six years. For seventy six years we hav« been 
begging them* imploring them* sending them memorandums and delegations In the hope 
that they would realize the justice of our claims and loosen our chains . They 
have done nothing. They listen to us but they remain, unmoved and Indifferent. 


.. * o-C cannot even be bothered to listen to us. Their policy has taught us 

that the English chains are never loosed by the English but cut by the slaves. Therefore 
we shall cut them. This is our decision and this is our oath.
